No Squatters’ Rights 


The protest presented to council by six 
wholesale firms against Town Planner 
Noel Dant’s plan to relieve congestion in 
the warehouse area is based on a principle 
that would entirely destroy town planning 
in Edmonton. 

Under Mr. Dant’s formula, the whoie- 
salers and warehouse operators are al- 
lowed three years to provide offstreet 
loading facilities on their own property. 

But this, according to the extravagant 
and outrageous submissions made to coun- 
cil, is not good enough. 

They insist upon continuing to use the 
streets for loading and unloading. And in 
support of that demand, they declare that 
since they have so used the streets for a 
number of years, they have a “vested 
right” in them or, as their counse] put it, a 
“dedicated right.” 

This doctrine may be known some- 
where in the remoter fastnesses of law, It 
does not stand up to common sense. 

For if the wholesalers continue to block 
and congest these streets in their loading 
operations, as they say their years of 
blocking and congesting give them the 
right to do, Edmonton will be asked to put 
itself in the impossible position of having 


to recognize squatters’ rights on public 
highways. 

Surely nothing in the municipal, pro- 
vincial, federal or common law gives any- 
body the right to the exclusive use of city 
streets to the inconvenience of the general 
public and the embarrassment of the city 
as a whole. 

These wholesalers also attempt to make 
the point that property used for one pur- 
pose at the time a town planning change 
is made should be allowed to continue in 
that usage. 

This is also remarkable doctrine. 

It means that town planning would be 
utterly impossible and that every abuse or 
erroneous use of property would be per- 
petuated at the instance of anybody whose 
selfish interests happened to be served by 
it. 

The trouble is that these wholesalers 
have had their own way so long, using the 
public highways as parts of their business 
premises, that they grow indignant when 
the special privilege is about to be cut off, 

The council is to be commended for ap- 
proving Mr. Dant’s plan in principle and 
for inferentia)ly declaring that six whole- 
salers cannot hold up the progress of the 
city. 


Temperamental General MacArthur 


While the strategical prestige of Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur is sufficiently 
high to lend weight to his declaration that 
the Far Eastern aggression has produced 
an entirely “new war” and an exceedingly 
grave situation, one would wish that his 
temperament would permit him to be less 
dramatic about it. 

Only last Friday, General MacArthur 
was boasting that his new campaign would 
send the American troops “home by Christ- 
mas,” a hope that the U.S. war depart- 
ment, already harrassed by sentimental- 
ists at home who have been raising a popu- 
lar clamor in the same strain, has been 
quictly doing its best to discourage lest 


U.S. strength Asia be dangerously 
weakened. ; 
Now, only five days later, he admits 


a@ sweeping defeat by Red Chinese troops 
and declares that he can no longer cope 
with the situation and that-it must be 
dealt with on a diplomatic level. 


There is an element of instability in 
this sudden change of view that makes one 
suspect that, great as MacArthur's mili- 
tary skill may be, a change of United Na- 
tions commanders in Asia might be ad- 
visable. 

It is a pity that his reports swing from 
one extreme of extravagance to the other 
because the present situation is so ex- 
tremely delicate that any incautious move, 
demanded by inflamed public opinion, 
might precipitate the world war which 
everyone fears and detests. 

MacArthur is undoubtedly right about 
the extreme gravity of the situation. He 
obviously wants the right to bomb Red 
strongholds in Manchuria, 

One would have had much more con- 
fidence in his judgment had he communi- 
cated his doubts and fears privately to his 
government instead of dramatically blaz- 
oning them to the world. 


Too Many Power Interruptions 


The power failure just at the dinner 
hour in a large section of the West End on 
Monday night is explained as the effect 
of frost on a high voltage switch. 

A bolt in the switch is said to have been 
loosened by the weather. 

Since power interruptions are alto- 
gether too frequent in Edmonton, one 
might enquire what steps are taken to sub- 
ject this kind of equipment to regular in- 
spection.

Road), the old and roman- 
tic name for Highway 101, the 
coast route which runs from 
Mexico to Washington State. 

This is lovely country with mile 
after green mile of orange groves, 
vast cattle ranches beyond and 
the foaming Pacific combers a 
“hort distance away, 

The mission, one of 21 such 
ruins at various points along 600 
miles of the California coast, 
slumbers behind walls that date 
back to 1776, and to be admitted 
there (through a gate where no 
woman in shorts has ever en- 
tered) is to go into another world. 


Fragrance 


And Doves 

Flowers bloom profusely in all 
seasons and even now, in “winter,” 
their fragrance is an almost over- 
powering perfume, The ancient 
walls are shawled with purple 
bougainvillea and the green lace 
of pepper trees, jasmine and deli- 
cate roses bloom alongside 
thorny cacti, 

Everywhere there are snow- 
white pigeons cooing and whis- 
pering to themselves or flutter- 
ing down to alight on the shoul- 
ders or the unsuspecting dome 
of visitors who may have pre- 
pared for their visit with tidbits. 

We wandered as if in a dream 
along the mission's paths, through 
the long, open corridors of the 
original living quarters of the 
padres (rude cells, but marvel- 
lously coo] in the hottest weath- 
er), into small, hidden court- 
yards and patios where the scent 
of the flowers hangs like a mist, 
and paused a moment for reflec- 
tion in the long and dimly lit 
chapel, the oldest building in the 


state and a timeless place of 
meditation, 
The legendary swallows are 


gone from here now, but every- 
one in Capistrano delights in 
telling you about them. 


About Those 
Swallows 


Spring begins here on Saint 
Joseph's Day, March 19, when 
the first pale blossoms are seen 
on the fruit trees and the return 
of the swallows is celebrated. 
They are eaves, or cliff, swallows,

They build gourd-like nests 
which hang like beads from the 
limestone arches and cornices of 
the mission’s ruins and the eaves 
of the adobe buildings. 

Two families are raised each 
season and the birds depart for 
warmer climes by the end of 
August, the winter rains wash 
away the little mud nests and 
Capistrano waits for their return. 


“They uring the spring,” as one 
of the townspeople puts it, “and 
take the summer.” 


Farther South 


Is Tiquana 

The Mexican border town of 
Tijuana is something else again. 
It is about as authentically Mexi- 
can as Coney Island or any other 
amusement park, We'd planned 
on a week-end there, The place 
depressed us so we spent less 
than a day, 

Tijuana's principal indusiry is 
gambling. At Caliente race track, 
a lavish stucco affair outside the 
town, one may bet the local 
horses or book bets the year 
around on any of the American 
tracks, 

In the town itself the most im- 
posing building is used for the 
sport of jai alai (hi li), that 
glorified game of handball, with, 
of course, betting. 

Apart from these ornate fac- 
tories, the town is grubby, crowd- 
ed and a tourist trap. The main 
street is a series of open-fronted 
shops crammed with trinkets of 
all descriptions and with few of 
the real examples of native craft- 
manship one finds in the “real” 
Mexico.
